the loss of at least 46 persons.

Were known to have perished and 12 
others were feared lost Friday night 
as boards of inquiry assembled to fix 
the blame for the sinking of the Ward 
liner Mohawk off the New Jersey 
coast Thursday night.

Pour women were among the uniden- 
tified dead. 


All except one of the bodies were 


recovered from the frigid Atlantic by 
searching vessels. Airplanes and the 
navy blimp K-l directed operations 
from overhead. 


The 34 virtually frozen bodies were 


transferred from other craft to the 
Coast Guard patrol boat Icarus and 
sent to BcJlevue morgue in New York.
